Attorney-General Pillsbury, of Massachusetts,
has favored the public with his retlections upon
the Borlen murder trial. In his annaal report
he assumes that the Integrity of the judielad
gystem and the proper adiluistration of the
Jaws were affected In that case hy “ reckless
anidl Indiseriminating eompent ™ by the press
and popular excltement resulting from it, The
Bomlen trinl, In his jwlgment, = will serve to
awaken the attention of the courts, In whose
hands 18 the only practicable remedy, to the
pecessity of protecting themselves so far as pos-
sible against exterion influences calenlated to
pervert the conrse of justice, which are as like-
Iy to be Invoked In behalf of the gullty as of
the innocent, and which, if they protect a vie
tim of mistaken acensation toaday, may destroy
another toanorrow.” The  Attoruey-General
considers the suggestion which bas been made
for providing for a right of exception hy the
proseeution o eriminal eases, and while he does
not think that there are constitutional objee-
tlons to g second trial after the necused has
Leen acquitted by a jury, he s not convinerd
of the necessity of so radical n change in pro-
ewdure. If his homily has any praetieal moral,
it Is that eonrts are under obligntion to repress
extended, heated, -nformsd and Intemperate
disenssion and eomment on important eriminal
CREeN,

The Attorney-General, like nearly all Lowyers
who undertake to read a lecture to the press, (s
vague In his diseiplinary recommendations,  He
does not state at what point or under what
limitations the process of repression ought 1o
be applied.  Fall River was startlel by the
revelation of two extraordinary erimes in n
quiet household, Ought the newspapers to have
suppressed all accounts of the murders and
have refrained from giving currency to the

statements of the police and of the witnesses
who subsequently testified at the frial? If he
takes this extreme ground, he ought to be re-
minded that while the press In that instance
prejudiced publie opinfon against Lizzie Bor-
den aud thereby assisted narrow-minded police
copstibles and a mereiless District-Attorney in
fastening suspleion upon her, it has often min-
fstered to the ends of justiee by widening the
eirele of information and producing evidence of
guilt, We are probably right in assnming that
the Attorney-Generil does not favor drastie
measures of press censorship by which news-
papers may be compelled to suppress all refer-
ences 1o eriminal eases before trinl. He in-
tendls, we are perswaded, to restrict his homily
to public  discussion of sueh ecases during
trial, Strictures of this kind arve often heanl
from bench and bar, but no experlenced judge
over attempts to vindieate the dignity of his
conrt by disciplining the press for commenting
upen fmportant cases

The attempt is not made for the simple rea-
gon that the courts have ample resources for
removing furies from the infhience of publie
discussion.  When convinesd that a eaution
from the beneh pgainst reading newspapers or
talking with outsiders s not sufficlent, they
enn seelude the jurors and place them under
restralnt during the teial, This was done (dur-
ing the Borden treial. The jury were not Intlu-
eneal by the hented and intemperate disenssion
of which the Attorney-General complains, They
wers not allowed to read newspapers nor to
Lol sy cotmmunieation with their friemds o nil
nefghbors. 11 the erowid of absorbed speetators

The title of prince in Russla i s0o common that
it has little mignificance., The bearers of the die
tinction, says a forelgn journal, are more numeps
ous than *‘the wearers of the Legion of Honor In
a French café, or colonels in the Bouthern Btates
of America.” The truth of this statement is |llus-
trated In a report in the last edition of the military
gazette, “Ruski Invalld,” It records the death of
thirteen offlcers of the militia, of whom nine were
princes, “In the Caucasus,” says the journal re-
ferred to above, “every owner of a large flock of
sheep calls himeelf ‘prince.” All of these sheep-
princes are addressed as ‘highness” the same as
the sons of the oldest princely families. When one
of these sheep-owners goes to forelgn countries, he
places the title ‘prince’ on his curd, and plays &
c¢ertaln part in uninitiated clreles, The same thing
I8 true of the muany representatives in Russia of
the Tartar 'princely’ familics. Many ancient Rus-
stan familles, such as the Naryschkin, Wsjewo-
loshskl, ete, entitled 1o the prefix prince before
their names, deeline (o use It for fear* of being
confounded with these apparent princes. Repre-
gentatives of these fumilies are content with the
use of the coat-of-arms.”
